[Claim 1] The bill exchanger characterized by having made it located in the upper part of a bases installation 
machine like the ball on-hire opportunity prepared between the game machines of the game machine of a large 
number arranged on the island, or a medal on-hire opportunity, and fixing to an end rail portion. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] this invention relates to the bill exchanger located in the upper part of a bases 
installation machine like the ball on-hire opportunity prepared between the game machines of a bill exchanger 
and the game machine of a large number arranged in more detail on the island, or a medal on-hire opportunity. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] From the former, as a bases installation machine, the ball on-hire opportunity or 
the m dal on-hire opportunity was installed by game machines, such as a pachinko machine or a slot machine, 
b twe n an adjoining pachinko machine or both slot machines, and it was used for them. Generally a ball on-hire 
opportunity or a medal on-hire opportunity used from such the former threw the coin, the 500 yen coin, or the 
1000 yen bill of 100 yen into the ball on-hire opportunity or the medal on-hire opportunity, and it was formed so 
that th ball of the predetermined number or the medal of predetermined number of sheets might be lent out. 
[0003] Merely, in recent years, it improved, and the visitor unit price per game opportunity went and took, and 
op rating frequency's [, such as a ball on-hire opportunity or a medal on-hire opportunity, ] was improving. It 
thinks of ordinary game visitors here. By usually feeding a coin or a bill on hand etc. into bases installation 
machines, such as a ball on-hire opportunity or a medal on-hire opportunity, a game visitor is beginning to 
borrow a game medium like the ball of the predetermined number, or the medal of predetermined number of 
sh ts, and performs a game. Then, since bases installation machines, such as a ball on-hire opportunity or a 
medal on-hire opportunity, were carrying out for the coin or the 1000 yen bill as mentioned above when the 
mon y which can be used by such ball on-hire opportunity or the medal on-hire opportunity is lost namely, when 
it became only a large denomination bill beyond it, for example, a 5000 yen bill, or a ten thousand yen bill, it had 
become what this is separately exchanged for a thousand-yen bill etc., and continues a game. 
[0004] The money-changing machine moved to ** on the island by such exchange standing a seat one by one, 
sine the island is usually established in ** etc., and it was then, to merely exchange in many conventional game 
stor s. Then, when the coin of such a stock or a 1000 yen bill was lost, the seat was stood and it had become 
what **** games are ended and returns. 

[0005] Then, there was also an amusement center which was constituted so that a medal on-hire opportunity 
and the money-changing machine of a ten thousand yen bill might be located by turns between each game 
machine 20 arranged in an island 10, for example, a slot machine, a ten thousand yen bill might be exchanged for 
a thousand-yen bill with a money-changing machine, a medal might be borrowed from a medal on-hire 
opportunity using the exchanged thousand-yen bill and a game could be performed from the former, as shown in 
drawing 5 . 

[0006] In addition, if it is in the amusement center concerning such an example, usually, many game machines 20 
of a bas are arranged on an island 10, and the medal on-hire opportunity 30 and money-changing machine 40 
as a bases installation machine are sandwiched by turns between each game machine 20. Moreover, while the 
chair 1 5 for a game visitor sitting down is formed before the game machine 20, an end rail 1 1 is formed in the 
game machine 20 upper parts, and between each game machine 20 is hidden with this end rail 11. 
#007] Since the game visitor who is performing the game to be sure was able to exchange by one side and it 
oegan to have borrowed a medal by the other side when it was the array of such an island 10 as shown in 
drawing 5 , a seat did not need to be stood, and although it was convenient, the medal on-hire opportunity 30 
tfhich can be installed had become the number of half. Since the same number installation of a money-changing 
nachine 40 and the medal on-hire opportunity 30 will b carri d out to a thing with very littl number of times 
jvhich exchanges when the number of times which I nds out a m dal is compar d with the numb r of times to 
exchange, this Since efficiency is not only bad, but serves as th form where one set of th medal on-hire 
opportunity 30 is us d b twe n [ of both sid s ] game visit rs, it is hard to use if it takes to the adjoining game 
/isitor from whom the stage [ stage ] to b rrow a medal turned into same stage by chanc .

Problem(s) to b Solv d by the Inv ntion] Then, by being made in order that this invention may solve the 



starting technical problem, and preparing a money-changing machine in the end rail portion above the space in 
which a game machine etc. is usually installed Not only by so that the installation space of a game machine may 
not narrow with this money-changing machine, but preparing the money-changing machine with which especially 
exchange of a large denomination bill is performed in a high position While using the space inside a game store 
effectively by offering the bill exchanger made into the situation that it is easy to discover injustice etc., it aims 
at doubling and aiming at unjust prevention etc.

.Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, this invention is located in the 
jpper part of a bases installation machine like the ball on-hire opportunity prepared between the game machines 
of the game machine of a large number arranged on the island, or a medal on-hire opportunity, and is 
characterized by fixing to an end rail portion.

^Function] In this invention, since a bill exchanger is what is fixed to an end rail portion, a money-changing 
machine cannot occupy installation spaces, such as an installation space of a game machine or a ball on-hire 
opportunity, and a medal on-hire opportunity, and the space in an amusement center can be used effectively. 
L001 1] Moreover, if a bill exchanger is fixed to an end rail portion in this way, a salesclerk can view an injection 
of a large denomination bill in the case of exchange of a bill, and prevention of injustice etc. can also be doubled 
and aimed at. 
[0012] 

[Example] Hereafter, the example of this invention is explained according to the example of illustration. In 
addition, the same sign is attached and explained about the same member as drawing 5 . Drawing 1 is the front 
\/i w having shown a part of island incorporating the bill exchanger concerning this invention, drawing 2 is the 
perspective diagram showing the state where the bill exchanger concerning this invention was built into the 
island, drawing 3 is this schematic drawing showing insertion and expenditure of the bill of a bill exchanger, and 
drawing 4 is an outline cross section for explaining an operation of the bill exchanger concerning this invention. 
[0013] In drawing 1 , the bill exchanger 40 concerning this invention is formed in the upper part of the ball on- 
hir opportunity installed between the game machines 20 of a large number fixed to the interior of an island 10, 
i.e., end rail 11 portion of an island 10. Here, if it explains in more detail, it arranges in an island 10, many the 
game machines 20 25, for example, the pachinko machine, of a base, and the ball on-hire opportunity 35 is 
respectively formed between each pachinko machine 25. Moreover, the money-changing machine 40 concerning 
this invention is being fixed to end rail 11 portion of the island 10 which is alternately equivalent to the upper 
part of the ball on-hire opportunity 35 among this ball on-hire opportunity 35. In addition, it is the chair 15 for a 
game visitor sitting down which is prepared in the near side of each game machine 20. 
[0014] Moreover, as the bill exchanger 40 concerning this this invention projects in the direction of a game 
visitor a little, while it is formed in it from the end rail 1 1 prepared in the island 10, the opening 50 of a large 
denomination bill is formed in the ball on-hire opportunity 35, i.e., inferior surface of tongue of money-changing 
machine 40, side, and the expenditure mouth 60 of the bill in a small denomination after exchanging for the upper 
oart of the opening 50 of the bill is formed. In addition, in drawing 2 , the display lamp 45 for displaying th stage 
tfhich can be exchanged, and the stage which has stopped exchange is prepared in the up both sides of the 
expenditure mouth 60. 

.001 5] Next, the function of the bill exchanger 40 applied to this invention according to drawing 4 is explained, 
^s this bill exchanger 40 was mentioned above, it is fixed to an island 10 so that it may project ahead of [ which 
/vas established in the island 10 ] an end rail 1 1. Here, when it fixes to an end rail 1 1, as this protrusion width of 
•ac projects ahead, it is prepared in it rather than the ball on-hire opportunity 35 by which a part for the point 
yvas prepared in the end rail 1 1 lower part And the discernment stowage 51 of an injection bill is established in 
Jie lower part of a bill exchanger 40, it pays out the upper part of this discernment stowage 51, and the 
3xpenditure stowage 61 of a bill is established in the interior of this bill exchanger 40. 

.0016] The discernment stowage 51 whole is arranged in the discernment receipt box 52, and the discernment 

stowage 51 is formed this whole discernment receipt box 52 free [ a bill exchanger 40 to attachment and 

ietachment of the discernment stowage 51 whole ]. On the other hand, the expenditure stowage 61 is also paid 

jut, it is prepared in the receipt box 62 interior, and this expenditure receipt box 62 is also formed free 

. attachment and detachment ] from the bill exchanger 40 as another object in the discernment receipt box 52. 

.0017] Thus, since failure occurr d individually, the interior of a box was mad to b come independent, and each 

vas prepared, and was individually formed for r moving only the broken portion and enabling it to fix fr 

. attachment and detachm nt ], when it broke down. For xample, when the discernment stowage 51 of the 

iiscemment receipt box 52 breaks down, it is becaus internal failure can b correct d, or it removes from a bill 

ixchang r 40 this whol discernment receipt box 52, it r moves from a bill exchanger 40 the whole xp nditure 

eceipt box 62 about failure of the expenditure stowage 61 and failure can be corrected. 

0018] It is form d from the discernment s ction 53 which was open for free passage to the op ning 50 of th 



injection Dill witn whicn tne discernment stowage 51 was established in the front lower part of a bill exchanger 
40 here, the acceptance stowage 54 for incorporating and keeping the bill, when it is discriminated that it is the 
bill right in the discernment section 53, and the receipt line 55 for transporting the injection bill inserted in the 
opening 50 to the acceptance stowage 54. Here, this receipt line 55 is formed from two or more rollers for 
transporting a bill. 

[0019] In addition, the acceptance stowage 54 for carrying out the storage receipt of the injection bill among this 
discernment stowage 51 is formed so that only the acceptance stowage 54 can be taken out independently. 
Thus, in case the injection bills with which exchange was presented were collected after the game time of a day 
finishes, because only this acceptance stowage 54 was removed and an injection bill was taken out from the 
interior, it formed. 

[0020] On the other hand, the expenditure stowage 61 is a thing which was prepared in the front face of a bill 
exchanger 40, which paid out and was open for free passage to the mouth 60 and which pays out and has a line 
63. furthermore, counting which specifically carries out counting of the number of sheets in case this 
expenditure stowage 61 pays out the bill in the tag stowage 64 which contains the bill for paying out beforehand, 
and the interior of this tag stowage 64, and pays it out by the line 63 and it pays out a mouth 60 — it is formed 
from the expenditure line 63 which it pays [ line ] out with the section 65 and the tag stowage 64, and is making 
the mouth 60 open for free passage Moreover, this expenditure line 63 is formed from two or more rollers for 
sending out a bill. [0021] In addition, in this expenditure stowage 61, since exchange after it can be performed 
when the tag which has been beforehand contained to the tag stowage 64 interior and which should be paid out 
is lost, in that case, you have to supply a new tag to the interior of the tag stowage 64. Then, it is formed so 
that only this tag stowage 64 may become removable from a bill exchanger 40 independently. 
[0022] Several tags are contained, moreover, this bill exchanger 40 — the tag stowage 64 — beforehand — 
many — When a large denomination bill is inserted in the opening 50 of the discernment stowage 51 and it 
judges that it is the right tag in the discernment section 53 a part for the amount of money to which the tag in 
th tag stowage 64 interior corresponded while receipt storage of the large denomination bill was carried out in 
th acceptance stowage 54 of the discernment stowage 51 — counting — pay out, while counting is carried out 
in th section 65, and pass a line 63 — a bill exchanger 40 — all are boiled and it pays out the existing 
expenditure mouth 60 

[0023] Since this invention was formed so that a bill exchanger 40 might be fixed to end rail 1 1 portion, it does 
not spoil at all the space of the ball on-hire opportunity 35 grade located between the game machine 20 or the 
game machine 20, and can aim at a deployment of the space of the whole amusement center. Furthermore, since 
it will be operated on the head of a game visitor sitting on the chair 15 and an injection bill becomes possible 
visible by the salesclerk of a store etc. in case it inserts in the opening 50 of the discernment stowage 51, since 
the bill xchanger 40 was fixed to end rail 1 1 portion, it is hard to perform injustice. 

[0024] Moreover, since it is possible to pay out with the discernment stowage 51 of an injection bill, to prepare 
the payment stowage of a bill as an exception object respectively like the example mentioned above, and to fix 
by taking out only the portion which failure produced when it formed so that it could take out from a bill 
exchanger 40 separately and individual failure arose, the maintenance after installing becomes easy. 
[0025] Furthermore, if the acceptance stowage 54 of the discernment stowage 51 and the tag stowage 64 of the 
expenditure stowage 61 are formed free [ attachment and detachment ] individually, the ejection of the tag with 
which it was supplied after the business of a day was completed, or the injection of a new tag which should be 
exchanged can carry out very easily. In addition, in the above explanation, although the pachinko machine 25 was 
made into the example and the example explained it as a game machine 20, even if it is the case where the so- 
called slot machine etc. is installed, it is possible to form the money-changing machine 40 concerning this 
invention in end rail 11 portion of the island 10 in which the slot machine etc. was installed. Moreover, in such a 
case, between the game machines 20, it is not the ball on-hire opportunity 35, and the medal on-hire opportunity 
30 is installed. 
[0026] 

[Effect of the Invention] The invention in this application by forming a money-changing machine 40 in end rail 1 1 
portion above the space in which game machine 20 grade is usually installed as explained above Not only by so 
that the installation space of the game machine 20 may not narrow with this money-changing machine 40, but 
forming the money-changing machine 40 with which especially exchange of a large denomination bill is performed 
in a high position Unjust prevention etc. is doubl d and aimed at while using the space insid a game store 
effectively by off ring the bill exchanger 40 mad into th situation that it is asy to discov r injustice etc.
